British Golumbia Protestant Or- 
phans’ Home. j 


Such is the name of an institution—before 
alluded to ja this journal,—receotly formed 
by ministers and members of all the Protes- 
tant bodies in Victoria, for the sustenance 
and education of motherless, orphan, and 
destitute children, to be nurtured in the fold 
of the christian church. 

The need of such an institution has long 
been felt ; but, singly, the Protestant church. 
es have not considered themselves equal to 
the task ;—and if they are somewhat late in 


combining for its executidn, circumstances 
which need not be particalarly enumerated 
bere, may extenuate, if not justify the delay. 
Though it_may be observed that nota few 
orphans have been maintained through va- 
rious’ private methods, by members of the 
different bodies. 

The name of the Sisters of St. Ann, in con- 
nection with the first orphanage in this land, 
will always be remembered with respect 
The founders of the new Home, while be- 
lieving that all christians must judye of the 
truth, and sesloasly maintain it, ye: that 
none may judge their brothers and. sisters, 
except by their fruits, gladly ackaowledge 
that those ladies, bearing the name of our 
common Lord, have set aa example of seal 
oot selidenial, witch is worthy of all imitae 

on. 

The general management of the Protestant 
Orpbans’ Home is vested, at preseat, in a 
committee of twelve geutlemen,—four from 
each Protestant body,—and the internal 
managemeht in a committee of twelve ladies, 
chosen by them in like manner ; and the first 
public meeting of subscribers and friends 
will be held on the second Tuesday, in De- 
cember, when the general committee will be 
appointed for the year 1874. 

Several chilirea have been in the care of 
the ladies, since their appointment, about a 
moath sinee. 5 

As this institution contemplates the recep- 
tion and.care of orphans from every section 
of British Columbia, the committee would 
thankfully receive aid from those favorable 
to the andertaking, and would solicit the 
sympathy and support of the friends of the 
Orpbanage in the various settlements through- 
out the Province.

Opening of the Second Session of the 
Second Parliament. 


fhe Governor -General’s Speech. 


|Feom the Toronto Mail.) 


Urtrawa, October 23. 

One more session of Parliament bas been 
opened with the usual consumption of gun- 
powder, display of silk and satin and flash. 
ings of aniform.- More than usual interest 
was exhibited in the proceedings, the ap- 
proaches to.the Senate Chamber being dense- 
ly througed before the time fixed for opening. 
The Chamber itself presented its usual ap- 
pearance On a gala day. The Royal Knights 
of the bar and the pulpit occupied cross seats 
oa the floor, Lord Rosebery, an English peer, 
on bis travels, being the most illustrious 
stranger preseat. Lady Dufferin occupied 
her uswal seatto the right of the Speaker, 
I.ady Harriet Fletcher being seated next to 
her Excellency who was also accompanied by 
her three “oldest children. Lady Dufferin 
wore a dress of maroon satin, trimmed with 
black lace, her ornaments being pearls and 
diamonds. Lady Fletcher was in blue silk, 
and ceaspicuous among the many well- 
dressed ladies on the flour of the House were 
two young Bedies from Prince Ecward Island, 
who sufficiently vindicated the claim of our 
youngest sister Province to vie with the 
older memters of Confede ‘ation in the lists of 


beauty. 


The delivery of the speech was marked 
with the usual promeoades und bows, and 
the gentlemen on whom those onerous duties 
devolved acquitted themselves well. Lord 
Dufferin’s progress to the House be it 
noted, was over the new Wellington street 
bridge, which. was profusely decorated for 
the occasion, and duly declared open by his 
Excellency. The usual rush of members of 
the Commons tothe bar of the Senate was 
only remarkable for the fact that the first to 
eater the Senate Chamber were three Grits, 
who it is fair to presume, bad learned better 
manners since their boorish bebavior on the 
13th. Messieurs Ross, of Durham, Trow and 
Blain were the advanced guard of the Party 
who, this time, thought fit to obey his Excel- 
lsncy’s sammons, By four velar the doings 
in the Senate were over, anda rash was made 
for the Commons, most people imaginiog 
that a great field day wasat hand. The post- 
ponement of debate on the Speech till Mon- 
day was, no doubt, a serious disappointment 
to many strangers from a distance ; but it 
was inevitable in view of the mass of blue 
literature submitted for the digestion of mem- 
bers and bearing.on subjects touched in the 
Speech. 

It was easy to see from the dejected coun- 
tenances of the Grit leaders that the tidings 
of the grand Minusterial gathering in the 
morning bad taken all the pluck out of them. 
No such cordial, throng-going demonstration 
ever greeted the leader of a Party as that 
tendered to Sie John this morning, and the 
Grits might as well throw up the sponge at 
once and have the vote recorded after Mr. 
Mackenzie has read the indictment,” The 
debate will not change the issae, Let them 
chuckle over the one stray wanderer, a weak 


| vessel, a brittle vessel, and one whose fragile 


character was so wilfully sketched in the 
Globe, in 1867. Let them mark it ‘with 
care,’ and take it about with them on exhi- 
bition. 

Once only did the ‘Irritated banditti’’ show 
sigas of life, and that was whea Sir John was 
reading the usual formal resolutions respect- 
iog the high crime aad misdemeanor of brib- 
ery. Then fora moment, they cackled and 
grineed, but the laugh was. s200. tursed 
ageinst them by the Premier being asked by 
a supporter bebind him why he did not in- 
trodace a resolation against letter-stealing. 
He turned round and with that inimitable 
power of repartee which distinguishes him, 
said, ‘‘because that isa low crime and wis- 
deveanor,” ; 

Sir Jobn looked well and hearty, and all 
his colleagues were around him with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Tilley. Mr. Langevin sow 
ocoupies the seat on Sir Jobn’s right; Mr 
Hugh Macdonald and Mr. Pope being at the 
desk ruoving behind the First Minister’s. 
Mr. Gibbs and Sir F. Hiacks oecupy the next 
on the croes seats. Messrs. Cauchon and 


| Cartwright still occupy a front beoch on the 


Ministerial side, though completely gove orer 
to the enemy. Messrs. Blake and Mackenzie 
now sit at the same desk lest # separation of 
their giant intellects should cause a stone to 
be left unturned. Behind them is Mr. Hun- 
tington, and on their right Messrs. Holton 
and Dorion. 

There is a sadness on the faces of the let- 
ter-stealiog people, which is not to be won- 
dered at, and itis really to their credit that 
they look ashamed of themselves. 

The advent of the Prince Edward Island 
representatives and their wholesale support 
of the Goverament forms ove topic of the 
hour, and judging by appearances. they look 
welPable to sustain the reputation of the 
proad little Island which bas so long with- 
stood the sttraction of the Canadian capital.

Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate: 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons : 


Ia accordance with the intimation given 
by me at the close of last session, I have 
caused Parliament to be summoned at the 
earliest moment sfter the receipt of the re- 
port of the Commissioners appointed by me 
to enquire into certain matters connected 
with the Canadian Pacific Railway. The 
evidence obtained under the Commission de- 
serves a careful considerations, The report 
will be laid before Parliament, and it will be 
for. you then to.determine whether it can be 
of soy assistance to you. 

‘A bill for the consideration sad amend- 
mend of the laws in force in the several 
Provinces, relating to the representation of 
the people in Parliament, will again be sub- 
mitted to you.. By the postponement of this 
meapure from last session, you will bave the 
advantage of inclading in its provisions the 
Province of Prince Edward Island, now hap- 
pily united \é Usnada. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway Company, 
to whom a royal charter was granted, bave, 
L regret to say,been unable to make the finan- 
cial arrangements necessary for the construc. 
tion of that great undertaking. They have, 
therefore, executed « surrender of their char- 
ter, which bas been accepted by me. You 
will, L trust, feel -yourselves called upon to 
teke steps to secure the early commence- 
ment and vigorous prosecation of the, con- 
struction of that railway, and thes to carry 
out in good faith the arrangement made with 
the Province of British Columbia. A meas- 
ure for this purpose will be sabmitted for 
your consideration. 

The extension of the boun js of the Domis- 
ion has caused @ corresponding increase in 
the work of administration, and seems to call 
for, additional asefetance in Parliament, as 
well as in the Executive Government, a bill 
ou this sabject will be laid before you. 

Your attestion ..will be invited to the con- 
sideration of a bill for the establishment of a 
geaeral Court of Appeal. 

Measares rélating to our navigable waters, 
end to the inspection laws, will be laid be- 
fore you, as.also a bill for the establishment 
of & Dominion Board of Agriculture, 

The efforts made by the several Provinces, 
as well as by the Dominion, to enpourage 
emigration; have met with success, and 6 
rr} +64 pumber of valuable settlers bas been 
added to our population. [ do not doubt that 
you will coptiogs your Hberal sid to thin tm.

by committees of the Senate and House.of 
Commons in certain cases ;"’ papers relative 
to the prorogation of Purliament on the 13tb 
of August; papers relative to the issue of the 
commission to enquire into certain charges 
made against members of bis Excellency’s 
Privy Uouucil of Canadas in respect to the 
graoting of the charter for the construction 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 

Mr. Mackenzie said-that in the absence of 
definite information in endorsement of the 
last papers, he desir:d to have them read. 

Sir John Macdonald said the papers would 
be all printed and distributed ia a few min 
utes. 

Mr. Mackensie—Theo I shall not call for 
their readiog. 

IMPERIAL DESPATCH, 


Another message was then brought down, 
transmitting a copy of a despatch from the 
Rigbt Hon. Earl Kimberley, her Majesty's 
Secretary of State, for the colomes, in reply 
to his Excellency’s despatches of the 15th 
and 16tL of August. 

Mr. Mackenzie desired to point out that the 
messages brought down contained mereiy the 
despatches from the Imperial Government, 
and not copies of the despatebes to which 
they were replies. 

Sir Joba Macdonald said they did contain 
the despatches seat to England by the Goy- 
ernment. 

Mr. Mackenzie—Is the entire series on the 
table? 

Sir John Macdonald—The entire series is 
on the table. 


ADJOUQNMENT. 


Sir Jobn Macdonald said it was the opinion 
of the Government that the House could not 
satisfactorily discuss some of the topics men- 
tioned inthe speech until bon. members had 
an opportunity of reading the important 
papera which bad been laid on the table. Io 
2 to give them that opportunity be 
moved that the speech of his Excellency be 
taken into consideration on Monday next. 

Mr.-Maskenzie regreited that the right bon. 
gentleman thought it necessary to postpone 
the discussion on the address until Monday. 
If these papers were to be presented to the 
House in print in a few minutes, be thought 
hon. members could find time to look over 
their contents before the meeting of the 
House to-morrow. He thought it was a 
serious matter, after calling the House to- 
gether three times io one year, to have this 
unnecessary adjournment uatil Monday with- 
out an adequate cause that be could discover. 

Sir John Macdonald said these papers were 
of considerable length and importance. Of 
course by a imere act of labor they could be 
read to-morrow, but be doubted very mach 
whether they could be sufficiently considered 
by that time. For that reason he asked that 
the consideration of the speech be postponed 
till Monday, 

The motion was carried.. 


FORMAL RESOLUTIONS. 


Sir John Macdonald then moved the usual 
tormal resolutions with respect to the pew 
ing of the votes and proceedings, an also 
with respect to bribery and corruption. 

They were carried. 


THE ROYAL COMMISSION REPORT. 


Bir John Macdonald moved that when the 
House adjourned it should stand adjourned 
till three o’clock on Monday. 

Mr. Mackensie said he observed in the 
speech which bis Excellency had delivered 
that it was stated the evidence obtained un- 
der the Commission, presumably the Com- 
mission that was inted to inquire into 
the Pacific Scandal, would be laid before 
Parliament. That evidence was not among 
the papers sent down by the message, and if 
it was necessary for members to read the de- 
spatches which bad been sent down, it was 
sorely also necessary that these other papers 
should be laid before the House at once. 

Sir John Macdonald explained thet be bad 
the papers ia question, but they had been 
done up in the ordinary officiel way, and he 
had cat the string, not observing thet they 
were addressed to the Speaker. He had,been 
waiting to have them re-addressed to the 
Speaker ; but if the House did not object to 
bis preseating them in their mutilated form, 
he would do so. (Hear, bear.) He then 
presented another message from bis Excel- 
lency, transmitting the report of the Com- 
missioners appoioted to inquire into sad re- 
port upon certain matters connected with the
